In Psalm xix. 4, then, as well as in Romans x. 
18, the language of the original may be thus 
expressed : 

** Their voice is gone out through all the earth, 
Aud their words to the utmost bounds of the world.” 

In no part of this lower world, therefore, 
has God left himself without witness; and, 
consequeutly, while infidels in a Christian coun- 
try turn a deaf ear to the voice of the Gospel, 
idolaters are infidels with regard to the procla- 


As, however, man is no longer the perfect be- 
ing beheld in paradise before the fall, the Book 
of Nature isa book of death, rather than a book 
of life. Like the law, it is in itself excellent ; 
but man’s depravity has made every law a terri- 
ble witness against himself. In short, the hu- 
man race continue practical Atheists till the 
Gospel dispels the dark clouds that hover over 
the mind, and excites a re-animating and puri- 
fying hope that raises man above the beasts 
that perish, and prepares him for the blissful 
regions of immortality.

Baptist ministers, are unknown throughout the 
Great Valley. l'amily visiting for special reli- 
gious instruction is very seldom done. As the 
minister has no time, and perhaps no inclination, 
to study, his mind is barren of Scriptural truth, 
at least in its minute portions, Possessing na- 
turally strong and vigorous intellectual powers, 
as many of our backwoods preachers do, the 
mind seizes hold of some of the prominent points 
in Theology, often without regard to the affini- 
ty ofone truth with another. ‘These are con- 
tinually exhibited, not as living, operative and 
practical principles, but rather as abstract spec- 
ulations or undefined dogmas. 

From this want of aclear, connected and sys- 
tematicscheme of Scripture doctrine, many who 
attempt to preach, cannot explain and enforce 
gospel truths in such a manner as to enlighten 
and edify the members of the church, or to in- 
struct their unconverted hearers. They can 
narrate Christian experience, tell how persons 
feel when under conviction, and when pardon 
is first manifested to their souls ;—they can de- 
scribe, with tolerable accuracy the elevation 
and depression of Christian feelings, all of which 
is but a small portion of the “ all things,” into 
which baptized believers should be taught, and 
which itis the duty of the gospel ministry to 
teach. Hence they are very incompetent instruct- 
ers. Hence amongst the 91,000 Baptist pro- 
fessors in the Great Valley, but a small propor- 
tion ever understand the leading principles of 
the gospel in detail. They only gain some 
crude, distorted and partial views of divine 
truth. 

Thisclass of preachers have neither the abil- 
ity nor inclination to study,—to meditate, and 
to understand the sacred scriptures. ‘These 
facts, which are obvious toa careful observer 
throughout this extensive region, are supported 
by a communication from a Baptist brother who 
writes from the Miami county in Ohio, to one 
of the publishers of the Baptist Register, N. Y., 
under date of Dec. 16th, 1831. He says, “ A 
part of the ministers preach one of three things 
invarigbly.—Ist.

ing has driven hundreds— Is 
worthy, inte!ligent citizens, with their families, 
from Baptist congregations, and fixed lasting 
prejudices against our denomination, because 
we have suffered so many incompetent men to 
enter the ministry. 

I mean not to bestow indiscriminate censure. 
We have many intelligent, prudent, pious and 
useful men amongst us, but when a fair deduc- 
tion is made of those who are incompetent, and 
those who are decidedly an injury to the cause, 
the number already deficient one half in propor- 
tion to the churches, is greatly diminished. 

These defects in the ministry are seen In the 
paucity of instruction of every kind in many of 
the harangues imposed upon the people under 
the name of preaching,—in the imperfect, erro- 
neous and often contradictory views of Chris- 
tian doctrine exhibited,—in the want of keen 
moral discernment to the evils that exist, are tol- 
erated, and even practiced by many preachers,— 
in the irregular performance, and often entire 
neglect on the part of church members, of ma- 
ny of the plain and positive duties of religion, 
such as family prayer, the religious instruction 
of children, regard to the sacredness of the 
Lord’s day, and religious, and pastoral visiting. 
lt is seen in the ignorance, apathy, and fre- 
quently bitter hostility to all the benevolent soci- 
eties of the age, and sometimes in conduct ex- 
tremely reprehensible, if not directly immoral 
and scandalous. 

Whole Associations are so far from having 
knowledge of the means of doing good, and from 
possessing a Christian spirit, as to — a 
Baptist agent, liberty to speak on these subjects 
during the time of their annual sessions, 

The want of ministerial qualifications varies. 
Some are decidedly immoral. ‘The writer has 
known not less than eight preachers in a dis- 
trict of country, who lived in immoral habits.— 
Some were notorious drunkards,—and yet fora 
considerable time retained their standing in the 
church, though the voice of the public was 
against them. Many others, though not grossly 
scandalous, are far from exhibiting the purity 
and consistency of the ministerial character.— 
A bigoted, censorious, uncharitable spirit, is 
frequently indulged. But amongst many w hose 
lives & tempers are not particularly censurable, 
there is an obvious want of those qualifications, 
or a part of them, which are laid down in Paul’s 
advice to Tinothy, Ist Epistle, third chapter.— 
If aman is destitute of these qualifications, or 
any part of them, he ought not certainly to come 
under the imposition of hands for this office ,how- 
ever useful his labors, in another and more pri- 
vate sphere of action. Inw eighing the qualifi- 
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ical education as absolutely necessary, or even 
many other things which may add to a man’s

My pear Broruer,—l| have lately enjoyed 
one of the most delightful scenes that I hare 
witnessed since | was in America. I cannot 
call it a revival, because it took place in the 
region and shadow of death, where, till Jately, 
a spark of spiritual life had never existed, I be- 
lieve, from the creation. Mr. W. Pearce and 
myself visited a village called Kharee, 50 miles 
south of Calcutta, where we expected, from the 
accounts we had received, to find two or three 
persons ready to join the small church that had 
been previously formed ;—but we found 19 can-

Inthe letter giving the ac- 
count referred to. there was no mention made of the 
exercises of his mind, during his perilous situation, 
The following recital of the circumstances, in a lctter | 
from Mr Weld to his friend in Rochester, N. Y., al- 
though not intended for publication, will be read with 
deep interest. The worth of the reitgion of Christ

Weld was placed. He was a great promoter of tem- 


perance, and of manual fabour institutions; and the | 


tatigues which he endured bear ample testimony to the 
utility of the doctrines and practices inculeated by 
him. Mr. W.is known to many gentlemen in this vi- 
cinity ; he is brother to Mr. Weld, Principal of the A. 
merican Asylum. The following Jetter is copied from 
the Rochester Observer, where it first appeared. 
Mirritw Township, Ohio, 
Wednesday, Feb. 15, 1032 

Dear Broturr ——, 

Your very kiad letter would have been answered 
two weeks ago but for the same old reason—ihe pres- 
sure of a thousand cares, For the last five days how- 
ever, a preventive of another sort has interposed in 
the shape of a most solemn Providence. 

The facts in brief are these. The creeks and riv- 
ers in the interior of the state, have, for some days 
past, been much swollen by the sudden melting of the 
snow, and by violent rains. At about eleven o'clock 
lost Friday night, our stage wagon came to a ford of 
the Alum river, eight miles from Columbus. After 
making a sort of floor with broken rails across the 
top of the wagon in order to keep the mails and our 
baggage above the water, we entered the ford and 
crossed, the horses swimming. If the team had not 
been an uncommonly powertul one, perfectly man- 
ageable, acenstomed to deep fording, and wiihal, 
abundantly pled with the whip, and encouraged by a 
stentorjan voice, they would inevitably have been 
swept down the current. Three miles farther down. 
the road crossed the same river by another ford. 
After a little reconnoitering, | was persuaded it was 
impassable. But the drivers—there were two on 
board, insisted there was no danger; they knew all 
ahout the stream ; had forded it a thousand times, and 
more than once when it was as high as then. 

The only passenger besides myself was a large col- 
ored man. As we entered the water he was greatly 
alarmed—said he could not swim—grasped my cloak 
convulsively with one hand, and a part of the bag- 
gage with the other. Ina moment, the horses were 
awimming-—-in another, the water forced up the bed 
of the wagon, and precipitated both drivers and the 
other passenger into the stream. 

By this time, the force of the torrent had swept the 
horses twenty or thirty feet below the fording ground 
into very deep water. At this imstant the leaders 
suddenly wheeled and made a desperate push up 
stream, to gain the end of the ford on the opposite

During Saturday 
and Sabbath | suffered much—Monday, was free 
from all pain, but very weak—Tuesday, exercised a 
good deal—this morning, Wednesday, feel almost 
well, though my hands are still almost destitute of 
feeling and circulation.

I had almost furgotten to tell you that my home is 
a neat little log cabin, about a fourth of a mile from 
the spot where I was drawn out of the water. My 
own parents could not have treated me with greater 
kindness than 1 have received from these strangers. 
Bless the Lord, O my soul, and forget not all his 
benefits ! 

A few statistics of time, distance, &e. 1 was 
thrown into the stream at about twenty minutes afier 
twelve, and was taken out after half past two—car- 
ried in a state of insensibility one hundred rods—put 
into a hot bed, my body surrounded by heated bricks, 
cloths, &c., and plied with friction until nearly four, 
before 1 bad any intelligent consciousness, though 
they tell me 1 spoke two or three times before. The 
spot where I was taken out is, | am informed, more 
than a mile below the ford by the course of the river. 

The Alum river or creek is quite an inconsidera- 
ble stream in adry time, bat when swollen is a head- 
long torrent. One word further. All that saved me 
under God, both while entangled among the horses, 
and afterward, while buffeting the stream, was per- 
fect coolness and entire self possession. The Lord
